The London Times. 


The history of this great journal shows a 
remarkable career. Its first number was 
published the 1st day of Jannary 1778, re 
John Walter. It was a continuation of the 
Daily Universal Register, of which, 939 
numbers had appeared. 

The Times is still in the hands of the 
Walter family. 

The publishers of papers in this day have 
no idea of the perils incurred by journal- 
ists in those days from prosecutions for li- 
bels. Walter was imprisoned, fined, and 
even sentenced to the pillory. And it would 
seein that those practices to muzzle the free 
press were being tried to be revived in 
these later times. 

The next, Mr. Walter gave the Times its 
impetus. He started with the unchange- 
able policy of a resolute and unpurchasa- 
ble independence, and it made his paper. 
The people rallied to his bold and truthful 
management. As illustrative of his nice 
sense of honor and delicate integrity, we 
quote the following paragraph : 

“On his commencing the business, he 


gave his conscientious and disinterested 


support to the existing administration— 
that ot Lord Sidmouth. — paper con- 
tinued that support of the mén in power, 
but without suffering them to ioe its par- 
tiality by contributions catcul produce 
any reduction, whatsoever in the expense of 
managing the concern; because, by such ad- 
mission, the editor was .conacious that he 
should have &sacrifizved the right of con- 
demning any act which he might esteem 
detrimental to the public welfare. * * * 
* * Not knowing how long it might con- 
tinue a good administration, he did not 
choose to surrender bis right of free judg- 
ment by accepting ebligations, tho 
offered in the most utexcepstionab! - 
ner.” 

The present day, with its bunt for,»Gov- 
ernment patronage, and its barter of free 
judgment upon government mal-adminis- 
tration for pecuniary favors, is certainly 


in gloomy contrast with the shining hon- 


pastage. And it was this independence, 
as Walter termed it, “the very life-blood 
of a journal,’’ that made it the newspaper 
power of England. 

If would be interesting to follow The 
Times in its hard struggle with adminis- 
trations that it opposed, ) Persecuted, op- 
pressed, fought, interfered’ with, tramntel- 
ed, and hunted down, it maintained its un- 
daunted frontand unvanquishable fearless- 
ness and integrity. 

To Walter belongs the honor of starting 
steam printing. The pressmen revolted 
and clamored against machinery that would 
interfere with their work, His invention 
had to be perfected in seerecy, to save de- 
struction at the hands of mob workmen, 

Walter strove unceasingly to enlist upon 
the Times the leading talent of the country, 
and he compensated it with lavish liber- 
ality. 

But the basis: of its stupendous success 
and influence was, and is, its splendid inde- 
pendence and spotless honesty. In its great 
political battles, it won the name of * The 
Thunderer.” Long may it live to illustrate

STATE CORRESPONDENCE. 
The Trial of 
Macon—The 


} ban Recruits af’ 
Faic ailding—The 


Business Season-—Cotton. | 


Macon, Zept. 8, 1869. 

l attended this afternoon the trial of sev- 
eral young men from Atlanta, before. the 
the U. 8. Com missioner, for violation of the 
neutrality laws by enlisting as recruits for 
the patriot army in Cuba. Col. Join Mil- 
ledge, the U. 8. District Attorney, was as- 
sisted in the prosecution by Col. Weems. 
The defense was ably conducted by Col, 
Fitch, the late U. 5. Dsstrict Attorney. 
The testimony seemed to me too vague to 
justify commitment for trial. It was proved 
that Mr. Strohecker, represented to be a re- 
cruiting agent, said, in the presence of some 
of the party, that they would get thirty- 
five dollars in gold per month, as recruits. 
We believe there was a list made, contain- 
ing the names of the young men who Were 
apprehended. Col. Fitch maintained that 
this was not an enlistment in any technical 
sense of the term ; that that form embgaced 
the idea of a special Contract, set forth in} 
proper binding words, and under the gamés} 
tion of an oath. Enlistment in its original 
sense means simply an enrollment, but in 
a military sense if must be accompanied b 
certain forms and ceremonies to make it 
valid. 

He also maint#ined that the statute must 
be construed strictly, and that all the pre- 
cedents showed! tat the evidence of en- 
gagement with ‘e foreign power must be 
distinct and conclusive to convict. 

Col. Weems made a brief but pointed re- 
joinder, declaring that the case, in his 
opinion, was too clear for argument, and 
that the evidence established a palpable 
violation of the statute by the parties on 
trial. The Comouiissioner adjourned the 
Court, reserving his decision for to-mor- 


ow. 

We took a ride to the Fair Ground in the 
upper end of Vineville. The Confederate 
States Laboratory has been appropriated 
for that purpose, and the building and lo- 
cation are admirably suited for it. We 
judged the main part of the building to be 
about two hundred feet. Two one-story 
wings extend on either side about fifty 
feet further, making the whole length 
about three hundred feet. The main build- 
ing is two stories high, elegant in style of 
architecture and substantially built. It is 
without window lasers, and the interior 
is in a very unfinished state. “We were in- 
formed that about twenty hands were at 
work, laying out and putting the grounds 
in order. Nothing as yet seemed to have 
been done to the edifice, and as the fair 
will take place on the 16th of November, 
no time should be lost in putting every- 
thing in perfect readiness. The building 
and grounds appropriated for the purpose 
are quite near the Macon and Western 
Railroad, and a large sign upon the main 
tower notifies passengers in the cars that 
the “ State Fair will take place on the 16th 
November.” 

We do not think that a morc desirabtic. 
convenient and beautiful locality” could 
have been found in the State. Thesuburbs 
of Macon, in the vicinity, are not equailed 
by any we know in the South, for pictur- 
esqueness Of site, beauty. of its gardens, 
size and elegance of its private residences. 

The busy season has just commenced,and 
the neighborhood particularly of J. H. An- 
derson & Sop;and Hardeman & Sparks, 
were crowd*’ with vehicles. From all we 
could gathér from various reports, we 
should judge that the cotton crop of Middle 
Georgia will be reduced one-third below 
an average. Butif the high prices hold, 
the farmers will do well atthat. The great 
cotton States of the Southwest have made a 
fair crop of cotton ; the rice crop is very fine 
and with the high price of cotton, and the 
present economical habits of our people, 
we may reasonably anticipate a co1mpara- 
tive state of prosperity the coming winter.
